A Tax 03 Every Newspaper In the 

United States. 

There have been rumors that 
tin* International Paper Company 
would make now oonlructant high¬ 
er figures with th'* New York dail¬ 
ies. The Paper Trade.Journal has 
luvestigutcd tins matter und finds 
that contractu for un’y about one- 
tourth of the supply of New York 
dailies expired with the year 
About the same proportion i* ex¬ 
pected to hold good lor other I urge 
cities. News paper is high at pres¬ 
ent, mid contract* renewed January 
I are understood to have boon at 
about - J cents per pound for large 
contracts and up to ll| centa lor 
smaller ones. The news pap. r 
used by twelve Now York dailie- i* 
estimated at 345 tons per day.— 
Cominercial-Trilmne. 

The above item from the Com- 
niercial-Trilmuo gives some id* a of 
what an enormous tax the paper 
trust is levying upon the newspa¬ 
pers of the country. Twelve dail¬ 
ies in New York use about 8U0,UU0 
pounds of paper a day. In 1WH 
that paper could be bought at $I.H5 
per hundred pounds; on Inrgo 
orders ns low as $1.70 and in some 
cases oven lower. One oighty-fivo 
would bo a liberal price tor all of 
it.

No rougher route could be found 
in the United Stutes, dues it lends 
over high mountains and across 
numerous dungerous streams, und 
strange to say, the man who threw 
up his job hud undertaken to carry 
the mail over this long distance 
for |1.SO |H>r day, where the gov¬ 
ernment now by direct contract 
pays ftl.2f>, which is considered by 
good judges to be too small n sum 
It seems pitiful that all over the 
mountains of Kentucky the men 
w ho are carrying mails are almost 
to n man doing tile work for two- 
thirds what they ought to have, 
which necessarily gives the people 
a very poor mail service Of course 
the government pays the original 
contractors liberal sums for tin- 
work, but these hi turn invariably 
sublet to parties who are ignorant 
of the kind of labor they are un¬ 
dertaking, nud there is rarely ever 
an invasion when a poor mountain 
farmer gets hold of a mail route 
but it ruins him financially for all 
time to come. Such a state of af¬ 
fairs lead# thinking men to believe 
that if the government's system 
of contracting its star routes to 
lowest bidders is not wrong in 
principle, it is wrong in practice 
and ought to bo modified.—.lack- 
son Hustler. 

The same stato of affair* obtains 
in this section of country, and un¬ 
til those who bid in the mail routes 
learn to put the price at a figure 
which will justify it will remain 
so. The contract for carrying the 
mails between this place and Roth- 
well waa lot at $680 last year, aud 
again sublet at $480.
